Invention Makes .Accutate 
Change and Gives Receipt 

A machine that calculates change. 
delivers the right amount to the cus- 
tomer in a fraction of a second, and 
totals up the money received for the 
day or week was seen at the recent

It is different from a machine that 
simply pays out money from a key- 
board, The new invention does 
more; it does the thinking for the 
cashier or shopkeeper. If, for exam- 
ple, someone tenders £1 for a farth- 
ing bill, the operator presses the £1 
stop key and the farthing sales key, 
and the machine delivers 19s, 11%d., 
including a neatly folded ten-shilling 
note and a dated receipt, A bell rings 
when a coin magazine is getting 
empty.

The problem is one of many years 
standing. Previous governments 
have tackled it, but many obstacles 
have been encountered, preventing 
the arrival at a satisfactory basis for 
vesting the natural resources in the 
name of the province. It is hoped 
that this time Premiér Brownlee and 
his ministers will succeed in their 
efforts. 

Aside from the coal deposits, little 
is known of the mineral wealth of 
Alberta. The Peace River country 
has gained world-wide fame as a 
wonderland of agricultural area, 
where the finest wheat in the world 
can be grown, other fleld crops pro- 
duce amazing yields, and splendid re- 
sults are obtained in the raising. .of 
live stock. But litle is kiOWi OF the 
great mountainous region along the 
‘western border of the provinee, and 
that great stretch of territory in the 
north-east corner. 

The Laurentian ‘plateau, which 
spreads itself over the northern re- 
gious of Ontario and Manitoba, is a 
veritable treasure house of mineral 
wealth. Gold, nickel, and copper 
are found there in huge quantities, 
and mining exPerts say that what has 
already been discovered is only a 
fraction of that which is buried in 
the rocks of the Laurentian plateau. 

This bed of Archaic rocks, the old- 
est in the world, extends across 
northern Manitoba, Saskatchewan, 
and into Alberta. The region in Al- 
berta which it covers is unprospected 
and practically umexplored. Here 
may be found mineral wealth that 
will even rival that of Manitoba and 
Ontario. Already iron ore has been 
found by trappers in this region, 
around the shores of Lake Athabasca 
and prospecting may uncover great 
riches.
